SNOW SAVED TUE FORESTS 


M O N T A N A ’S 
RAVAGING 
E XTING UISH E D. 
FIRES 


Much 
V alliable Tim ber DestroyuiI-—A 
Cargo of Kerosene Afire—The 
Day’s Casualty R eeonl. 


BEEF MEN U N D E R FIRE. 


H elena, M. T., 
Sept. 
4 .—Th© forest 
fires which have beou raging in tho moun­ 
tains for tho last six weeks are now sup­ 
posed to have been extinguished by the 
rain and snow which fell last night. 
In 
tho vicinity of Elliston and Ton Miles 
snow to the depth of four to six inches 
covers tho ground. Tho tires raged fiercely 
Saturday and Sunday. 
Fifteen hundred 
people, it is estimated, turned out at Ellis­ 
ton and other placos to fight the fire. 
Many came 
out with scorched faces, 
burned clothing, and bloodshot eyes. 
The 
fire still smolders in tho trunks of trees and 
may take a frosh start if the wind rises. 
Many bridges have been burned, as well as 
miners’ cabins. 
The snow fall saved tho town of Jay 
Gould and the gold mill and mining 
property there. 
The fire at Ten Miles 
was disastrous. Sturrock & Brown’s saw­ 
mill is a mass of ruins. 
Tho timber in 
that section was fir, cedar, and pino, and 
was said to be tho finest forest in Montana. 
Hundreds of tho trees woro four foot thick 
at tho trunk. 
Thoro was one pile of logs 
which stood twenty feet high and 800 foot 
long. 
Tho arca burned is very largo and 
the occupation of the woodmen in that 
section is gone forever, as everything is 
burned to ashes.*

A Cargo of Kerosene Afire. 
N ew Y ork, Sept. 4.—Early this morn­ 
ing fire was discovered in the hold of tho 
ship Bay of Naples, lying off Bodloe’s 
island and bound for Rangoon, India, 
with a cargo of kerosene oil. 
The Bay of Naples is a British ship, 
commanded 
by Caph Thompson. 
The 
tugs Leader and Charm towed the burning 
ship down to Governor’s island and benched 
her. 
Meanwhile tho patrol boat arrived, 
and soon four powerful streams wero 
pouring on the burning oil. 
Half an 
hour’s work sufficed to put sixteen feet of 
water in the ship’s hold, effectually extin­ 
guishing the flames. 
Tho Bay of Naples 
is still aground. 
She is a full-rigged ship, 
and is probably worth $70,000. 


Fatal Steam -Flpe Explosion. 
C h ic a g o , Sept. 4.—Au explosion at the 
Union rolling mills at Bridgeport this 
morning resulted in tho death of Owen 
Bougie. 
The unfortunate man was a 
roofer and was making some repairs on 
tho roof of one of the buildings when a 
steam pipe exploded. 
A portion of tho 
pipe struck him and throw him from the 
roof to tho ground, a distance of about 
twenty-five feet 
He was so badly injured 
that ho died very soon after the accidcnt-

SENATOR VEST. 


Testim ony Showing That the Dressod- 
Beet Firms Work in Concert. 
Chicago, 
Sept. 4.—Possibly Senator 
Vest and his associates on tho boof com­ 
mission on the inquiry which may develop 
something of genuine interest. 
Tho last 
witness of the session yesterday gave 
evidence w hich had an especial point to it. 
A number of commission men and cattlo 
dealers had been on 
tho stand, repeating 
to some extent, what 
had already 
been 
said, when Mr. F. Q. 
Rowland, 
formerly 
billing clerk in tho 
office of Nelson Mor­ 
ris Sc Co., wrsswore, 
Ho said this firm had 
connection with the 
other 
dressed - l>eef 
firms of tho city-— 
Armour & Co., Swift 
& Co.f and Hammond—so far as to niako 
a joint agreement to maintain tho price of 
dressed meats in seven States. 
Witness 
could not name tho States or give the 
prices to bo maintained therein, but said it 
was a combination of all tho dressod-boef 
firms, and common prlcos woro fixed. Out­ 
side of the seven particular States they 
wero at liberty to charge what they 
pleased. 
Mr. Rowland also testified that a moni­ 
tor of tho firm of Fairlwnk & Co. told him 
not to go before tho committee—that it 
was unnecessary. 
Ho explained that Fair­ 
bank A Co. is tho other nnrao of Nolson 
Morris & Co. 
Charles H. 
lnger.-on, a cattle dealer, 
gave tho commission some information as 
to weights and values. 
Ho said a steer 
weighing 1,200 pounds on tho hoof would 
net from 625 to 675 pounds of meat—a 
range of *53 to 61 per cent. 
There was 
always a difference in the price of natives 
and rangers, and tho price was also 
affected by whether tho cattlo were fed on 
corn or gra s. 
Native cattle of the weight 
mentioned would sell at 8 J to 4 conts on 
foot. 
The number of cattlo coming to 
this market had increased more in propor­ 
tion than tho number of buyers. 
Cattle 
reached the highest price here in Juno, 
1883, and there had been a decline in the 
later years. 
This got tho inquiry back to the point 
upon which Senator Vest has hung with 
the commission men, and he again en­ 
deavored to find tho reason for the decline. 
He gave a good deal of testimony himself 
about conditions in trying to get an 
answer, but the effort was a total failure. 
The witness could state facts readily, but 
he was not an expert on theory. 
Tho other two witnesses of the day were 
Job T. Eastman and Albert McCurdy. 
Tho latter said the railroads wero charging 
the cattle-producors now just as much as 
they charged for transpartation when the 
price of cattle was higher. 
He believed 
tho dressed beef men bought a majority 
of the cattle at tho stock yards, but ho 
did not think they had tho power to 
manipulate the market.

The London strike, sb js the Inter 
Ocean, increases in the number of inter­ 
ests affected by it, and in the number of 
men engaged in it. A congress of trades 
unions assembled at Dundee, Scotland, 
has adopted resolutions of sympathy 
with the men who are striving to better 
their condition, aud Mr. 
Gladstone 
bas done something moied^m express 
ympathy by words; be has^piwn a check 
pen bis bankers for the relief of the 
strikers. The thought of multitudes of 
men ccmpelkd to resort to the last re­ 
source s of organized labor in order to 
obtain the rate cf 12 cents per hour for 
the severest form of manual labor comes 
unpleasantly to people who have been

EDM UND YATES’ CABLE. 


Tho Prince of W ales’ Log Still Talked 
About— The Queen Again M entioned. 
New Y ork, Sept. 5.—Edmund Yates* 
London cable to the Tribune says: 
“ The 
Prince of Wales is much improved. His 
leg is much better and he is barely lame 
now. 
“Tho Welsh papers express much pleas­ 
ure at the Queen’s having spoken Welsh 
on more than one occasion. 
The Queen 
appreciates the value of even the most 
elementary knowledge of tho tongues of 
the many people over whom she reigns. 
Five or six years ago she bogan to study 
Hindostaneo seriously, and her knowledge 
of it is now considerable. She can converse 
and read and write in it with a good 
deal of fluency. Indian servants whom the 
Queen has about her always speak it and 
one of thorn gives her lessons. 
While the 
Duke and Duchess of Connaught wero in 
England nothing else was spoken during 
certain hours of the day, and the Duchess, 
who is a very fair Hindostaneo scholar, 
acted as interpreter between the Queen 
and her master whenever a hitch oc­ 
curred.” 


Owing to Differences w ith tho Vice Pres­ 
ident II© B as Resigned. 
Chicago, Sept. 4.—E. T. Jeffery, gen­ 
eral manager of the Illinois Central rail 
road, tendered his resignation to Acting 
President E. H. Herriman nnd Tuesday 
stepped out of office. 
Mr. Jeffrey has for 
some time meditated leaving tho employ of 
the road, having already tendered a letter 
of resignation to President Fish. 
Tho 
action of Tuesday, however, was unex­ 
pected. 
On April 17 tho by-laws of tho road 
were so amended as to require ail roduc 
tions in traffic rates to bo submitted to 
the president of tho road for approval. 
Mr. Jeffery protested against this on the 
ground that such a by-law would not be 
practicable unless tho president lived in 
Chicago, so as to give matters his personal 
supervision without delay. 
As the result 
of the conference botwoen President Fish, 
Mr. Jeffery and General Solicitor Ayer, it 
was agreed that tho objectionable amend­ 
ment should bo changed. 
The matter was 
notattenddd to, however, and just before 
Mr. Pish sailed for Europe last July Mr. 
Jeffery resigned his position owing to the 
difficulty he forosaw in managing tho road 
under such a restriction of power. Mr. 
Fish Immediately wrote a letter requesting 
that Mr. Jeffery should retain his position 
until Dec, 31, and in tho meantime oxen-iso 
full control of traffic rate? irrespective of 
tho amendment. 
This Mr, Jeffery con 
sentod to do. 
On Monday Vice-President Harriman 
came to Chicago and sought to require 
Mr. Jeffery to submit all reductions of 
rates and che like to him. 
This he refused 
to do, and when Mr. Harriman insisted 
that the amendment of April 17 be observed 
he promptly resigned, the resignation to 
take effect at once.

relief is more efficiently distributed and 
now reaches thoso who woro about to ac­ 
cept work in consequence of their distress.

fess to bo confident of tho result.

men who have boon for 'a week mingling 
with tho strikers and overhearing thoir 
plans have reported danger ahead, and 
that Softie trouble is looked for. 
Notwith­ 
standing this procaution tho city appeared 
moro quiet this morning than it did yester­ 
day, and tho .strikers manifested less im­ 
patience than for some days past. This was 
undoubtedly due to the knowledge that 
their leaders woro still considering a prop­

taking of testimony in tho hateas corpus 
proceedings in the case of Deputy Marshal 
David Nagle, who shot and killed David 
Terry at Lathrop recently, was com­ 
menced in the United States Circuit court 
before Judge Sawyer Tuesday. The coun­ 
sel for the defense in opening tho case 
made a long statement of tho circumstances 
which led to the killing of Judgo Terry, 
and gave a synopsis of what the defense 
proposed to prove by witnesses who wero 
to be examined. 
He said it would be 
proved that tho life of Justice Field had 
been ^threatened long prior to the assault 
in the dining saloon at Lathrop, and that 
Nagle in shooting Terry had every reason 
to believe that unless he did so these threats 
would be carried out. 
In acting as he did 
it would be shown that he merely did his 
duty as a sworn officer of the law. 
Witnesses wore then called who recited 
the details of the attack made upon Judgo 
Sawyer by Mrs. Terry on tho train be­ 
tween Los Angeles and San Francisco 
over a year ago. 
Judge Van Dyke of 
Los Angeles testified that he was a pM« 
sengor in the same car with Judgo Saw­ 
yer, and that David Terry and his wife 
entered the car at Fresno. 
Soon after tho 
train started Mrs. Terry arcs a and passed 
up the car, glaring at Judge Sawyer as 
she passed him, and then returned to her 
seat. 
A few minutes later Judgo Terry 
arose and took'a seat at tho forward end 
of the car, facing Judge Sawyor. 
Mrs. 
Terry then joined him, and as she passed 
Judgo Sawyer sho roached over and pulled 
his hair. 
She afterward took a soat 
behind Judgo Sawyer, and tho witness 
thought she intended to attack him with 
her parasol, but in a few moments she 
joined hor husband and no fur thor trouble 
occurred. 
W. M. Coles of this city, who was also a 
passenger on tho car, corroborated Judgo 
Van Dyke’s account of the affair, and said 
that after Mrs. Terry made tho attack she 
J Dined her husband in a seat near him and 
related what had occurred with a great 
deal of glee, at 
which Judge Terry 
laughed. 
The witness hoard Mrs. Terry 
say “I will give him a taste of what he is 
to get hereafter; lot him render that deci­ 
sion if he dares.” 
He heard Judge Terry 
say that the only thing fit to do with 
Judge Sawyer would bo to take him out in 
the bay and drown him. 
Marshal Franks was then called and re­ 
lated the incident ii) tho Circuit court 
room last September when Mrs. Terry in 
torruptod the reading of Justice Field 
decision. 
Ho said that ho 
remove hor from tho room, when she made 
a violent attack upon bim and Judge Terry 
interfered and drew a knife. A pistol was 
afterwards taken from 
Mrs. 
Terry’s 
sachet. 
Tho marshal further stated that 
when ho presented to Terry tho order com 
netting him and his wifo to Jail both be­ 
came very abusive and 
Terry 
said: 
“ When I get out of jail and Judge Field 
returns to California I will meet him and 
it will not be a very pleasant meeting for 
him.” 
A number of other witnesses also testi­ 
fied as to tho affair in the court-room. 
Deputy Sheriff Woolsey, who had charge 
of the Alameda county jail while Terry 
and his wifo wero confined there, testified 
that he often conversed with Terry and 
the latter told him that ho always carried 
a knife. 
He called tho judges and 
mar­ 
shal “curs” and said ho would yot live to 
see them in their graves. 
Ho was very 
abusive of Judgo Field. 
An Oakland newspaper reporter testi­ 
fied that Mrs. Terry had once told him 
that sho would probably kill Judge Field 
some day.

J ackson,*Miss., Sept 4.—Tho Capital 
light guards of this city have arrived hero 
from Lo Floro county and Minter City. 
They report that thoro were 275 armed 
negroes congregated near Minter City, 
but they had been dispersed before the 
arrival of the military. There was a large 
hotly of white men mounted and armed 
who flocked there from various points be­ 
fore the arrival of the troops. 
These men 
had dispersed the negroes and captured 
: ome of the leaders. Reports as to whether 
any negroes had been killed or tho num­ 
ber 
captured 
were very 
conflicting. 
One negro was certainly 
killed 
by 
another 
negro 
for refusing to join 
them. 
One man told the officers that 
he saw six dead negroes six milos from the 
river. 
Other reports place the number 
higher, while some denied that there had 
boon many killed by whites. 
Tho troops 
captured and turned over to tho sheriff 
forty negroes. 
It was reported after the 
troops left that one of the negro leaders 
was hanged. 
The sheriff, under whose 
orders tho troops were placed, notified 
them that they were needed no longer, and 
they took his receipt for the negroes whom 
they had captured and left by boat.

member of the company said that it was 
impossible to get any reliable information 
a9 to what really had occurred; that it was 
certain that from 300 to 400 were armed 
and vowing vengeance against the whites 
on Saturday night, and that large bodies 
of white men had dispersed them and cap­ 
tured some of them.

Tho m ost beautiful raco course in the 
land, th a t of the New Y ork Jockey club, 
has ju s t sw ung wide its gates for the a d ­ 
mission of tho general public for tho first 
tim e. 
The grounds of tho club aro located 
in W estchester, a strip of land lying be­ 
tw een tho palisades of tho Hudson river 
and Long Island Sound. 
It is d istan t 
twelve miles from New Y ork, ju st far 
enough aw ay from tho busy hum of tho 
g reat city. 
Hero thoro will bo found a 
raco courso such as has nover boon seen 
this side of Nowmarkot. 
It has alm ost 
unlim ited space and tho arrargem onts aro 
so perfoct th a t the spectator, standing 
anywhoro on tho q u arter stretch, no m at­ 
te r how large the crowd, 
can witnoss a 
race from sta rt to finish. 
Tho grand stand is one of tho m ost ex­ 
quisite specimens of architectural beauty 
im aginable. 
It Is 650 feet long, decorated 
tastefully in rich colorings and stands on 
an eminence IOO foot back from th© track. 
Tho seats are arranged am phitheatre-liko, 
ono above the other, so th a t thoro is no 
necessity of rising to see a raco run, such 
as is the case on all other tracks.

Tho cost to build 
tho track was $1,500,00b, and half a m il­ 
lion moro will bo expended boforo it is 
com plete. 
The mon who arc a t tho hoad 
of this stupendous racing enterprise intend 
th a t their inaugural m ooting shall eclipse 
all eastern mootings, and w ith this end in 
view offered tho m agnificent sum of $80, 
COO to bo com peted for.

Tho sentence of John L. Sullivan to a 
y e a r’s im prisonm ent has boen the talk of 
tho country. 
A rth u r Lumloy, oditor of 
a Now Y ork jo u rn al of which John L. 
Sullivan has been tho sporting oditor for 
some tim e, says in reg ard to the Sullivan 
sentence: 
“ It was m ost u njust. The g ro at 
and good S tate of Mississippi would do well 
to look a fte r its own fights. 
John L. Sul­ 
livan has done m ore to do aw ay w ith 
knife and pistol th an any m an living. 
Ho 
has ta u g h t mon to use natu ro ’s weapons, 
and not to shoot and carve. 
I don’t think 
th a t Gov. Low ry himself will approve of 
the severe sentence. 
John did everything 
in the w orld to facilitate his tria l and did 
no t give the officers of Mississippi any 
trouble. He did not ru n aw ay, but quickly 
accom panied the officers back there. 
“ The verdict is a g reat surprise to all 
fa ir m inded mon. 
Only a fow pooplo 
wished for tho extrem e penalty, and if 
they got a chance to hide them selves be­ 
hind a tree and seo the gladiators m eet 
they would do so.” 
“ W ell, th a t m eans ja il,’’ said Gen. Col­ 
lins of Boston; “ a sentence is a finalty.

Winslow telephones the Ga­ 
zette from Johnstown, that a severe thun­ 
der storm visited Johnstown at about 
two o’clock this morning. 
The barn of 
Robert Morten, two miles southeast of 
Johnstown Center, was struck by light­ 
ning and totally destroyed by fire.

The Salvation Army oases came up 
in the municipal court;to-day. Owing to 
the esckness of Judge Patterson, the ease 
was adjourned to September ISth. 
The 
army was represented in 
oourt this 
morning by Attorney Ebectzer Wakeley 
of Chicago, who was sent here by the 
army to defend the action. 
Mr. Wakeley was seen by a Gazette 
reporter this afternoon and talked very 
freely as to what the army are doing and 
what they intend to do in the cases now 
in coart. 
Mr. Wakeley said: “ We propose that 
the city by their officials shall say. what 
time, or fix [a time, and say on what 
streets sud under what restrictions the 
Salvation 
Army 
may 
parade 
the 
streets of 
Janesville. 
When 
I say 
restrictions I mean as to music,[Hags 
open air meetings, etc. We propose this 
merely as a temporary arrangement and 
only while the present cases are pending. 
We shall make this a test case to be 
passed on by the supreme oourt of the 
state. We wish it decided whether a 
municipal government can restrict the 
Salvation Army in any way in the towns 
and oities in this state. 
The Salvation Army is a Protestant 
christian association and assnmes the 
form of a travesty npon an army. We 
speak of barracks, not churches, and the 
leaders are given military titles and are 
not called ministers .and pastors. This 
gives 
us 
a universal language 
for 
the 
common 
people 
in all coun­ 
tries and 
is 
found 
to 
be 
very 
attractive to the masses. The ai my ex­ 
tends into thirty-three countries and 
colonies, has 8,000 officers, with I,(XX) 
officers in this country, mostly in the 
north. The raoe question in the sonth 
presents a barrier as yet unsolved. 
The United States is divided into 
divisions, 
and 
Wisconsin, 
Min­ 
nesota and Chicago, with thirty miles of 
surrounding country 
constitutes the 
division of the Northwest,commanded 
by H . E . Whatmore, with headquarters 
at Chicago. The main feature of the Hal- 
vition Army is that it seeks to reaoh the 
p'easure-loving, and that body of peo­ 
ple who seldom attend ordinary ohuroh 
worship. It goes after them aud tries to 
present something attractive to them. 
This is done mainly by using musical 
instruments, including the drum, and by 
marching (and by open air meetings. 
Most of the marching is done and open 
air meetings held in Gammer. 
The Salvation army soldier religiously 
believes he must work by witnessing for 
Christ. He d Des not believe in forcing 
men’s wills but in persuading the peo­ 
ple. No test of culture is required but 
all are free to sing or testify with their 
natural voices and talents. 
The army wants to conform to all 
reasonable regulations that are intend­ 
ed to protect the people in their personal 
or property rights or their rights of con­ 
science, but they believe that as a chris­ 
tian organization they havo the liberty t° 
worship ’God and witness for Christ, 
according 
to 
their 
conscience 
and 
that 
incidentally 
they 
may 
be 
some 
inconvenience 
to 
others, 
bat only such as all must put up with 
in a 
free country where religions lib­ 
erty Is permitted. 
As to the present trouble, we think 
that the amended section 5, of ordinance 
No, 75, of the city charter, is ULconsti- 
tntional as far as it pretends to name an 
official from whom a permit shall be ob­ 
tained before the Salvation Army shall 
maioh or hold .open-air meetings. We 
hold that all ordinances cr charters or 
laws are unconstitutional, that are in­ 
tended or need by officials to discrimin­ 
ate against the Salvation Army method 
of preaching or witnessing for the Fro- 
tastant religion. 
In the case of one 
Shaman who was arrested nnder the 
same ordinance. 
A jury was waived 
and in circuit court a judgment was 
found for the defendant. We bold that 
the city is estopped from further prose­ 
cution under that ordinance. 


Seven warrants have now been sworn 
out. 
Little has been tried and con­ 
victed but has appealed. 
This will^be 
made a test case, and be carried to the 
supreme court it we are defeated in the 
oironit. 
Owing to the lack of means at the dis­ 
posal of the Salvation Army as an organ, 
izition, the remaining six defendants 
mast be defended by themselves 
or 
their friends, and if convicted and they 
do not appeal, they will serve out their 
sentences like good Salvationists. 
It we decide that the city is not pros­ 
ecuting with a view of testing the ordi­ 
nance, bat are determined to stop the 
Army in their efforts to hold open air 
meeting, we shal I look very close, and if 
we have the law with os, wa shall hold 
the city or its officials for damages for 
their wrongful aot in the matter. Any 
way, we consider that the lady soldiers 
should have been let off without arrest. 
as it was not necessary to involve them 
n this affair. 


City Attarney J. B. Doe, Jr., was seen 
by a Gazette reporter this afternoon. 
He said: “ I don’t know anything baboot 
any compromise between the Salvation 
Army and the oity, by which the army 
are to be allowed to march at certain 
times on some streets nnder certain re­ 
striction. Of coarse I don’t known what 
the city may do, but as far es I know, 
nothing has been done. We do not pro­ 
pose to compromise.” 


From conversations with Mr. Wakeley 
and the other members of the army it is 
easy to see that they propose to fight the 
Little case through to the highest court.
